It is impossible to predetermine the amount of postage, there- 
fore the correct amount of postage we have advanced will be 
billed to you, which you can refund us in postage stamps or any 
other way at your convenience. 


All mail orders above $2.50 have no packing charge. For pur- 
chases below that amount, please add 25c to cover this cost. 
Please note: Books, Sundries, Seeds and Bulbs have no pack- 
ing cost. 


SHIPPING ORDERS. For heavy or bulky orders, shipment will 
be made by either Express, Truck Lines or Railroad. Please add 
10% to the cost of these items to partially defray the packing 
cost.

The plants in this group make up the backbone of all plant- 
ings. These are the plants for tall hedges, the screening of a 
neighbor’s house, or the framing of a barbecue. Many are showy 
with summer blooms, others for their foliage; others for their 
bright berries. The cut branches of these plants make lasting 
arrangements in your home. Average growing height 6 to 10 
feet. 


ARBUTUS, Strawberry Bush 


Arbutus unedo. One of the finest growing shrubs. Deep green 
foliage and brilliant red strawberry-like fruits ripening about 
Christmastime. Gallon container 85c, 5-gallon container $3.00. 


CALLISTEMON, Bottlebrush 


Caliistemon rigidus. Stiff dark green, narrow leaves and deep 
red brushes and seed pods of previous seasons make an attractive 
and interesting shrub.

CEANOTHUS, California Lilacs 


These are perhaps the most famous of all native plants, having 
been hybridized extensively in Europe where they are prized for 
the lilac-like flowers. The varieties listed here are showy hardy 
shrubs, well adapted to wild plantings where little care is intended 
as on hillsides. They need good drainage and little moisture after 
they are established.

Very useful group of shrubs with flowers and pretty red and 
salmon berries that lend an attractive color note to the garden. 
The taller varieties make good all-around ornamental shrubs. 


Cotoneaster franchetti. Graceful plant with arching branches 
covered with small pink flowers followed by quantities of red- 
tinted orange berries.

Of all the plants you may use in your garden 
none can equal the beauty and profusion of 
bloom of the plants in this group.

HOW TO GROW 
CONIFERS 


In their natural habitat conifers grow in a situation providing 
the roots with excellent drainage and a surface mulch holding a 
fairly constant supply of moisture. Conifers find it difficult to 
grow in some of our heavy soils, which are inclined to hold too 
much water from winter and spring rainfall and dry out too 
rapidly during the summer. 


If yours is a heavy soil, not well drained, we suggest that you 
dig an extra deep hole, two feet deeper and two feet wider than 
required to accommodate the ball. Fill in the bottom of the hole 
with twelve inches of coarse gravel or stones. Soak in good topsoil 
to fill spaces between the gravel. It is advisable to mix one shovel- 
ful of Gypsum to each two shovelsful of topsoil filled in the 
gravel and around the ball. Add peat moss to soil filled in around 
top six inches of hole and use liberally as a mulch in the irriga- 
tion basin. 


If your planting is made in a lawn, be sure to keep the grass 
away from the base of the tree. Lawn should be permitted to 
grow only to the outer fringe of lower branches.

HOW TO HAVE A GOOD LAWN 

Spade the ground as deep as possible and turn several times 
to see that it is thoroughly pulverized. Work in a good com- 
mercial fertilizer. Sheep guano or peat moss will add humus 
and improve the seed bed. Rake level and water thoroughly so 
the ground will settle. The seed bed should be allowed to stand 
for about two weeks, watering from time to time so the weed 
seeds will sprout. 


Roll the ground before seeding, to prevent it from settling 
unevenly, and then rake the surface lightly. Sow the seed so 
as to cover the ground thoroughly, and then cover it lightly with 
soil. Roll again so as to press the seed in firmly. If you have no 
roller, use boards and tramp on them so as to pack the ground 
firmly, but a roller is preferred. 

Grass seed will germinate in from 8 to 15 days, according to 
the weather. If a lawn is made during the summer, the ground 
should be covered lightly with peat after the seed has been rolled, 
so as to retain the moisture. New lawns should not be allowed 
to dry out, not even for a half day. For the first 15 days the lawn 
should be watered twice a day if necessary. A lawn should be 
fertilized after the first cutting, and at least twice a year. Water 


well after applying. If you want a moisture-holding material for 
top-dressing use peat.
